Tlie furfjt dwelling peoples of the fur- 


ther ea-st have an odd iiibtrurac'iit for 
ai.ikiny liii>. Very seldom, so Lir as we 
observed, do they employ the proverbial 
method of "rubbing" t\u> bticks—which 
is not rubbing at all. Near the coast 
every man cairieb a bit of pitcher in the 
siri box or bamboo blung at hib \\ aibt, a 
chip of a plate, English or Dutch, and 
a handful of dry fungus. Holding this 
tinder undi r hia thumb upon the frag- 
ment of earthenware, he strikes the side 
of the siri box sharply, and it takes fire. 
But this method can only be used by 
tribes which have such communication 
with the foreigner as supplies them with 
European goods. The inland peoples use 
8 more singular process. They carry a 
short cylinder of lead, hollowed roughly 
to a cuplike form at one end, which fits 
a joint of bamboo. Placing this cylinder 
in the palm of the left hand, they fill the 
cup with tinder, adjust the bamboo over 
it, strike sharply, remove the covering as 
quickly, and the tinder is alight. 
Ob- 


servers who lake a narrow view have de- 
clared that the earliest art practiced by 
human beings after they escape from 
mere barbarism is pottery. These races 
have long passed that stage, but we do 
not recall any evidence that they use the 
art, 
The fact is that, in counti ies which 


produce the bamboo, earthenware is 
hardly needed except for luxury. They 
make charms and fetiches of dried clay. 


MEASrniSG VALUES. 


But in Borneo the Dyak peoples have 


a class of foreign earthenware singu- 
larly interesting. As Malays employ 
brass guns for their currency, so the 
Dyaks employ antique vases. In neither 
instance do the actual "coins" pass from 
hand to hand, since by brabb gun a 
Malay Minifies a cannon, twcntv feet 
lonj;, pel haps, and a Dy,ik signifies a 
ve*->el eiL;hteen inches high or more. 
These things are measures of value, 
divultd into imaginary fractions. There 
are three varieties of this earthenware— 
the gii'-i, wlik'h represents about £300 
sterling, the n.iga and rusa, much less 
valuable. The lirbt is certainly Chinese, 
and the last probably, but perhaps they 
never came from the continent. At some 
date miknov. n the north cif Borneo was 
occupii d by a Hum se colony \\ hich 
must lune numbered millions. 
This 


great time, when a third part of the isl- 
and was cultivated and densely peopled, 
may have been 800 years, ago. 
But the 


lirbt paragraph in the "Annals of Bnini'' 
recognises a powerful Chinese kingdom 
of Batangan in the Fifteenth century— 
we are not to digress into that fascinat- 
ing theme, however. 
The Celestials 


were exterminated about two genera- 
tions ago; an old friend of ours, the 
great Chief Gasing, still carried ten pig- 
tails attached to his sword of state— 
trophies of his father's i alor, probably. 
Chinese merchants have tried again raid 
again to counterfeit the old jars, ab lun e 
the Dutch, but they never succeeded in 
passing off their imitations. 
The Naga 


may be Hindoo or Japanese, of very re- 
mote : i M t ' i [ u i t \ ; both peoples had great 
scttlt'iiu .its in the inland nt spino time 
beyond human memory. They have left 
BuddhKt rema.ns of importance here 
and there. 


We secured no samples of these curi- 


ous things, for reasons that have been 
suggested. But the recollection calls to 
mind some extraordinary objects of the 
same class, in a sense, which are treas- 
ured on the other side of the world. 


WONDERFUL BEADS. 


The Aggry and the Popo beads, which 


se>-ve for jewels in West Africa, are glass 
resembling earthenware of unknown 
manufacture, of immemorial antiquity, 
and beyond modern skill to counterfeit. 
Most European nations, probably, have 
tried their hand at imitating the Aggry 
bead. The shrewdest chemists and the 
cleverest artificers of "Venice and Bir- 
mingham have done their best: the pot- 
ters of England, France and Germany 
have exhausted their resources, but in 
vain. It does not seem such a difficult 
enterprise, however. The beads are ir- 
legular in shape and size; many have 
been sawn in two. They have an opaque 
ground—ochre yellow in the most wuu- 
able species—but so various that thil 
point gives no trouble. A rough orna- 
ment of circles in another hue ram 
through the material from side to side or 
end to end. Here, again, imitation seems 
easy, to the craftsmen of Venice in par- 
ticular; but appearances are deceptive, 
evidently. The Popo bead, less valuable, 
but valuable enough, is blue glass, trans- 
parent, but so manufactured that it shows 
a dull yellow against the light. These 
things are all found in the earth; but, so 
far as can be ascertained, they never 
turn up in company with bones or other 
signs of burial, which, t»;our mind, is the 
most curious fact of all. That they are 
ancient Egyptian is a certainty. 


Many hundreds, if not thousands, were 


taken in the sack of the palace at Coo- 
maasie, strung, in general, upon that 
very pretty cord which we mentioned, 
with gold nuggets beaten flat, and cubes 
of coral and tufts of colored silk inter- 
spersed. Very handsome they looked, 
no (ioubt, upon the smooth brown skin 
of the royal dames. A pretty bracelet 
from Coomassie is made of triangular 
pieces cut from the rib of a shell, snow 
white, strung in groups alternately with 
these small flattened nuggets. But the 
cunosities saved in that loot bear only a 
miserable proportion to those which men 
of taste admired in the palace and the 
big houses of the caboceers.

A BULGARIAN WEDDING. 


ST. LOUIS LADY DESCRIBES ONE 


WHICH SHE ATTENDED. 


How a Party of Tourists Attended the Cer- 


emony—Jottluga of Travel in the Region 
of the Balkans—Guides Who Frightened 
and Intimidated the Travelers. 


We were feeling pretty blue wlieu we 


arrived here at 10:80 o'clock last nigUt 
in a most furious storm of thunder and 
lightning and the rain pouring in tor- 
rents, sky black as Egypt's night. 


The crowd of ruffians at the depot add- 


ed anything but a secure feeling, and 
they took us in as if we were so many 
navagcs takrn around for exhibition. 
Our trunks had to be gone through, like- 
wise our hand baggage, and they actual- 
ly insisted upon opening every small box 
ar.d package inside our trunks. 
They 


held a long discussion over a shawl in 
one of our trunks, but finally decided to 
stamp our trunks through. 
\\'U;lo our 


cuuiiu- was attending to this the natives 
were taking us in, and 1 never saw such 
mvful looking men. They looked as if 
they wanted to kill us. 


A KOMAN V.-CI.I. 


vVe spent the day very agreeably, first 


driving up to tho barr.i"ks, \\here wo 
had a gooil view of the i.mToundings 
prid sa,i- quantities of soKuers, two of 
which luvely specimens of men insisted 
upon our vUitin^ an old well built by the 
K-'iuans, and we started down the steps 
by the light of a candle, the Servian 
leading the way and Cousin 
and I 


following, but keeping very close to our 
courier. We persuaded the other mem- 
ber of our party not to attempt to come 
down, as it was so very damp and dark 
and so many steps, no left her up top 
with another individual, who kept talk- 
Ing to her in his own language all the 
time and pointing to the steps, and final- 
ly assisting1 her down. 
So, to our sur- 


prisa, when half way down the winding 
stairs we heard her calling to us, and as 
she was very much frightened and ex- 
cited we turned back without reaching 
the bottom of the 450 steps. These poor 
people are so wild to make a panny that 
they insist upon making you do things 
In order to reward them for their serv- 
ices. From the barracks we drove to the 
museum, and then visited the palace of 
King Jlilan's son, then drove to the park. 


We left Belgrade at 10:50 p. m., and 


as there are no sleepers en route wa 
made ourselves as comfortable as possi- 
ble for the night, but I cannot, say I 
rested much. 
The scenery along the 


road was very pretty. The Balkan moun- 
tains looked quite bare after Switzerland 
and the train seemed to crawl. 
When 


we reached some little station a dozen 
soldiers jumped in and entered the car, 
and began talking among themselves and 
to us. and as we conld not understand 
we took it for granted that W3 had 
reached u new country, and opened our 
satchels for them to inspect. 
They 


opened every box, more from curiosity, 
1 suspect, than for any other reason, and 
em tied our fruit basket of all the 
grapes, which (hey divided among them- 
selves, and then stamped us through. 


THE BULGARIAN WEDDINO. 


We are to-night in Bulgaria, in a com- 


fortable hotel and where we do not feel 
as if our lives were in peril. 
When we 


first landed our courier put us in a car 
riago and started us off by ourselves 
with a coachman dressed in a sheepskin 
coat, white shirt and loose white trous- 
ers, with a broad belt. 
His costume 


might have been pretty when new, but 
was exceedingly soiled, and he was very 
dark, with small, jet black eyes. 
As it 


was noon (Sunday), all tho country peo- 
ple were in for the day, and I never saw 
such a variety of costumes in my life. 
Some very fancy, with lots of coins, etc., 
worked stockings, with skin sandals 
laced up the legs. In fact, it reminded 
me of pictures I have seen of the Holy 
Land. 


He inquired if we could be permitted 


to enter, and we soon found ourselves 
escorted into the country villa of the 
governor of Sophia, where the house was 
filled with guests, aasembled at the mar- 
riage of his sister. 


The bride came forward to meet us in 


her wedding gown, veil and orange 
blossoms. We also were presented to the 
groom, the bridesmaids and their beaux, 
the landlord and his wife and to the 
mother of the bride, who spoke to us in 
French. 
One of the relatives of the 


bride spoke to Cousin 
in German. 


They insisted upon our remaining to the 
ceremony, and we were presented seata 
of honor on beautiful blue satin furni- 
ture. The ceremony was not in Bulgar- 
ian, but Greek, with seven priests, can- 
dles, incense and high mass. 
We were 


kept standing just one hour. 


In the middle of the service their 


photographs were taken. 
They were 


crowned with orange blossoms and tho 
men all embraced afterwards; also the 
ladies. 
One of the bridesmaids was very 


pretty and spoke English. She made 
liprself very pleasant and wanted to know 
if I bad ever mot a friend of hers, a Jlias 
B.,wlio was attending school in America. 
Now that I have described the wedding 
party, let me give you an idea of our ap- 
pearance in such distinguished company. 


After spending all night in the smoky, 


dirty train and with no accommodation 
for toilet, we reached here at 12 noon, 
hurried through some luncheon, brushed 
our head, and, fortunately, put on clean 


loves. So we appeared amidst silks 


and satins, in (raveling hats, dresses and 
the largest shoes we possessed, and feel- 
ing like tramps—I think we attracted as 
much attention as the bride. 


Afterwards we drove through the park 


and then walked through the trading 
part of the city. 


Our courier is a native of Constanti- 


nople, and says the Turks are a very 
dirty people and never kill any living 
:hing, it being part of their belief that 
God created everything for a purpose, 
ixcept the Christians. He says fleas are 
a natural production of the country and 
:hat we must not mind them.—Cor. St. 
Lxmis Republic.

Barbed wire is 
an agreeable irritant to his rhiaoceros- 
like hide; and the hopeless farmer is 
often at his wits' end until the time 
when friendly autumn strews the mount- 
ain sides with "mast," which proves 
more attractive to these ubiquitous nion- 
archs than are the cultivated gardens.

Russell's explorations in Alaska, which 
were new to geologists, he was able to 
study the phenomena of land sculpture

A Muddled Election-Typhus Fever— 


Kescuod Crew of a Wreaked Vessel. 
SAN 
FIIAXCISCO, Nov. 24.—Advices 


from Apia, Samoa, under date of Novem- 
ber 5, state that notwithstanding tho 
provisional elections held there last 
month by the natives, wbicli resulted in 
tho choice of Mataafa as King and 
Malietoa as Vice-King, Tamase-so's fol 
lowers 
elected Malietoa 
King 
and 


Tamasese Vice-King1. The selection of 
Mataafa last month was only a tempor 
ary arrangement, and the n a t i v e s look 
to the settlement of the ejuestiin. , ' - Mo 
shall be ruler of Samoa by the u. - o 
Powers represented at the Itcrlin c.in- 
ference. The foreign residents are also 
anxious to have the matter settled by 
tho same parties.

sailors of the German man-of-wiir Soph in, 
and the re port that these do»ths result- 
ed from typhus

akrni. A number of other sailors are 
jlj and are being treated temporarily at 
hospitals established on shore by tho 
Gjjriaans. The British and American 
residents asked thejr respective Consuls 
to investigate 
aa to the nature of the 


disease. They held a conference with 
tae Captain of the Sophie, who informed 
them that bo thought the disease wag 
realty typhus fever. 


Subseejiiently the surgeons 
of tho 


United States steamer Adams and tho 
Sophie and the. resident German physi- 
cian consulted, and concluded that the 
disease was Samoan fever, known as 
totu vela, or "hot blood.'1 


The Sophie's surgoon attributed tho 


disease to the decaying of the sub- 
btances in the wrecks of the Trenton 
and other war-vessels lost in the hurri- 
cane of MWch last. The bjek sailors 
were removed to a remote part ej the 
island. Two more deaths ha\ e occurred 
among them since. 


A boat containing nine of the crew of 


the Flying Venus, from J'uget Hound for 
Melbourne, which was wrecked at Pen- 
rypn Island, arrived at Apia two weeks 
ago. The liritish Consul has sent a 
idiooner to I'enrypn Island for tha oth- 
ers. The me-n who came here in tho 
small boat say the Venu« struck on a 
coral reef about four miles from land 
and soon went to piu'-es. 
All hands es- 


caped to land.

This is why they are so ceaseleesly im- 
portuned to divide their trade with for- 
eigners who are unable to elsewhere find 
buyers for all they wish to sell, and to aid 
them in getting the desired hold upon 
our trade is the aim of Free-Traders now 
working under the guise 
of "Tariff 


reform." 


Tht're would be very few workers for 


Free-Trade if it was not exoepted thereby 
to increase the sale of foreign products in 
this country; hence the lively interest of 
foreign nmnfacturers and the importer! 
and distributors of foreign products. 
Before consenting to let them have their 
way voters will do well to carefully count 
the cost of such a concession. In the 
first place, we have no more work than 
will keep our own people occupied after 
allowing time for necessary recreation.

It goes without dispute that the people 


of the United States—farmers, mechanics, 
laborers and other workers—are vastly 
better off than those in simitar occupa- 
tions in other lands, and consequently 
are the beet customers in the world. 
This is why they are so ceaseleesly im- 
portuned to divide their trade with for- 
eigners who are unable to elsewhere find 
buyers for all they wish to sell, and to aid 
them in getting the desired hold upon 
our trade ia the aim of Free-Traders now 
working under the guise 
of 
''Tariff 


reform." 


There would bs very few workers for 


Free-Trade if it was not eicepted thereby 
to increase the sale of foreign products in 
this country; hence the lively interest of 
foreign maufacturers and the importer! 
and distributors of foreign products. 
Before consenting to let them have their 
way voters will do well to carefully couat 
the i'ost of such a concession. In tin 
first plaee, we have no more work than 
will keep our own people occupied aft 
allowing time for necessary recreation. 
Increased use of goods and wares made 
in other countries will necessarily dimin- 
ish purchases of similar articles made in 
this country, and to that extent deprive 
some of our people of their present em- 
ployment. No new business seems likely 
to open to engage those thus crowded 
out of enterpisea now established, leaving 
out of the account the other thousands 
crowding for employment as the result ol 
our steadily augmenting population, as 
legislation operating to break down 
exisisting enterprises will tend to dis- 
courage attemps at establishing new 
ones. 


The few lines of domestic business nol 


killed outright nndar a policy of free 
foreign trade could not long remain pro- 
fitable to those now controlling them 
They would soon become so crowded thai 
neither proprietors nor employees could 
get from them more than a scanty living. 
As the margin of profit for the one is nar- 
rowed, the tenure of employment for the 
other becomes more uncertain; and when 
the Free-Trader's millenium is usherec 
in it will find few in condition to share in 
its promised blessings. To the mass o 
men to be out of work is to be out o: 
money— a condition in which it makes 
but little difference how cheap may be 
the prices of articles beyond their reach 
Of all men these should be the last to 
aid in fastening upon the country a pol- 
icy dictated by foreigners who seek to 
impair its existing prosperity by taking 
from the pockets of the working people 
R portion of the wages they now receive 
to pay for competing labor across *h* eea.

vher east have an odd instrument lor 
milking liiv. Very seldom, so far as v, e 
observed, do they employ the pmverbial 
method of -rubbing" two itickb-wlucli 


is not rubbing at all. Near the^ coast 
every man caines a bit of pitclur in the 
siri box or bamboo slung at hit, waist, a 
-hip of a plate, English or Dutch, and 
a handful of dry fungus. 
Holding this 


tiuder under his thumb upon the frag- 
ment of earthenware, he strikes the side 
of the siri box sharply, and it takes fire. 
But this method can only be used by 
tribes which have such communication 
with the foreigner as supplies them wit- 
European goods. The inland peoples use 
a more singular process. 
They carry a 


short cylinder of lead, hollowed roughly 
to a cuplike form at one end, which fits 
a joint of bamboo. Placing this cylinder 
in the palm of the left hand, they fill the 
cup with tinder, adjust the bamboo OTer 
it, strike sharply, remove the covering as 
quickly, and the tinder is alight. Ob- 
servers who take a narrow view ha\ e de- 
clared that the earliest art practiced by 
human beings after they escape from 
mere barbarism is pottery. 
These races 


hare long passed that stage, but we do 
not recall any evidence that they use the 
art. 
The fact is that, in countries which 


produce the bamboo, earthenware is 
hardly needed except for luxury. 
They 


make charms and fetiches of dried clay. 


MEASCTUNG VALIES. 


But in Borneo the Dyak peoples have 


a class of foreign earthenware singu- 
larly interesting. As Malays employ 
brass gnus for their currency, so the 
Dyaks employ antique vases, In neither 
instance do the actual "coins" pass from 
hand to hand, since by brass gun a 
Malay Minifies a cannon, twenty feet 
Ions," perhaps, and a Dyak signifies a 
vessel eighteen inches high or more. 
These things are measures of value,

manufacture, of immemorial antiquity, 
and beyond modern skill to counterfeit. 
Most European nations, probably, have 
tried their hand at imitating the Aggry 
bead. The shrewdest chemists and the 
cleverest artificers of Venice and Bir- 
mingham have done their best; the pot- 
ters of England, France and Germany 
have exhausted their resources, but in 
vain. It does not seem such a difficult 
enterprise, however. The beads are ir- 
regular in shape and size; many have 
been sawn in two. They have an opaque 
ground—ochre yellow in the most valu- 
able species—but so various that this 
point gives no trouble. A rough orna- 
ment of circles in another hue nun 
through the material from side to side or 
end to end. Here, again, imitation seems 
easy, to the craftsmen of Venice in par- 
ticular; but appearances are deceptive, 
evidently. The Popo bead, less valuable, 
but valuable enough, is blue glass, trans- 
parent, but so manufactured that it shows 
a dull yellow against the light. These 
things "are all found in the earth; but, go 
far as can be ascertained, they never 
turn up in company with bones or other 
signs of burial, which, Co'our mind, is the 
most curious fact of all. That they are 
ancient Egyptian is a certainty. 


Many hundreds, if not thousands, were 


taken in the sack of the palace at Coo- 
massie. strung, in general, upon that 
very pretty cord which \\e mentioned, 
with gold nuggets beaten flat, and cubes 
of coral and tufts of colored silk inter- 
spersed. Very handsome they looked, 
no doubt, upon the smooth brown skin 
of the royal dames. A pretty bracelet 
from Coomassie is made of triangular 
pieces cut from the rib of a shell, snow 
white, strung in groups alternately with 
these small flattened nuggets. But the 
curiosities saved in that loot bear only a 
miserable proportion to those which men 
of taste admired in the palace and the 
big houses of the caboceers. But one stool 
was carried away—as a memorial for the 
Princess of Wales—among the hundredi 
adcrned with silver which lay in all di- 
rections. Very charming were many of 


tj,esp—the Ashantee artist seemed to de- 
vote Ins best attention to the stools. 
Seven were piled, as if for removal, in 
the courtyard of a great bou-p, each 
plated with repousse -work, bhowing 
much f •'••• and ingenuity of design.

Be^ve for jewels in West Africa, are glass 
resembling earthenware of unknown 
manufacture, of immemorial antiquity, 
and beyond modern skill to counterfeit. 
Host European nations, probably, have 
tried their hand at imitating the Aggry 
bead. The shrewdest chemists and the 
cleverest artificers of Venice and Bir- 
mingham have done their best; the pot- 
ters of England, France and Germany 
have exhausted their resources, but in 
vain. It does not seem such a difficult 
enterprise, however. The beads are ir- 
legular in shape and size; many have 
been sawn in two. They have an opaque 
ground—ochre yellow in the most T»IU- 
able speciea—but BO various that tUa 
point gives no tronble. 
A rough orna- 


ment of circles in another hue mm 
through the material from side to side or 
end to end. Here, again, imitation seems 
easy, to the craftsmen of Venice in par- 
ticular; but appearances are deceptive, 
evidently. The Popo bead, less valuable, 
but valuable enough, is blue glass, trans- 
parent, but so manufactured that it shows 
a dull yellow against the light. These 
things are all found in the earth; but, so 
far as can be ascertained, they never 
turn up in company with bones or other 
signs of burial, which, to-pur mind, is the 
most curious fact of all. That they are 
ancient Egyptian is a certainty. 


Many hundreds, if not thousands,were 


taken in the sack of the palace at Coo- 
massie, strung, in general, upon that 
very pretty cord which we mentioned, 
with gold nuggets beaten flat, and cubes 
of coral and tufts of colored silk inter- 
spersed. Very handsome they looked, 
no doubt, upon the smooth brown skin 
of the royal dames. A pretty bracelet 
from Coomassie is made of triangular 
pieces cut from the rib of a shell, snow 
white, strung in groups alternately with 
these small flattened nuggets. But the 
curiosities saved in that loot bear only a 
miserable proportion to those which men 
of taste admired in the palace and the 
big houses of the caboceers. But one stool 
was carried away—as a memorial for the 
Princess of Wales—among the hundreds 
adorned with silver which lay in all di- 
rections. 
Very charming were many of 


these—tlio Ashantec artist seemed to de- 
vote his best attention to the stools. 
Seven were piled, as if for removal, in 
the courtyard of a great house, each 
plated with repousse work, showing 
much t;'"te ana ingenuity of design.
